We have every faith that 
history will rebuke the newspapers and 
politicians who have used such vile 


The situation is so grave that Mayor 
Overton has wired Governor Murphy to 
request the war department for a troop 
of cavalry.

OOMEZ AND PRESIDENCY 


Jlmlnez Said to be a Man of Straw for 


Frekldeut McKinley, But <FuU la 


Not Believed. Logan Received 


by the New President. 


Kingston, Jam., Aug. 3—Owing to the 


efforts of the government of Santa Do- 
rninso to suppre« the news of the re- 
cent assassination of President Heur- 
eaux facts are difficult to obtain. It is 
learned, however, that the assassina- 
tion of Heureaux was not on the pro- 
gram, the purpose of the revolutionists 
being to capture Moca with the presi- 
dent, thus decapitating the Dominican 
government by a first blow. The 
premature departure of the president 
threatened to frustrate the scheme, 
whereupon the enthusiast, who was 
watching the president's movements, 
committed the act. 


> A Man of Straw. 


Paris, Aug. 3—The- Matin publishes 


an interview with a Frenchman who 
has discovered that Jimenez, the revo-

Jimenez, or to the h^-ads of the San

71 Broadway, who are the American fi- 
nancial agents of the Dominican ad- 
ministration, or to General A. Wos y 
Gil, consul general and.charge d'affaires 
of the Dominican government, of No. 
31 Broadway. The last named, who was 
himself once president of the republic, 
and is a man of authority with the ad- 
ministration of the island, was seen last 
night by a New York Herald corres- 
pondent.

St Petersburg, Aug. 3—The official 


Messenger today publishes a govern- 
ment rommunipue reviewing lengthily 
the result of the Hague conference. Af- 
ter referring to the sympathetic recep- 
tion the powers accorded the czar's 
magnanimous appeal for peace it pro- 
ceeds: 


"The results of the conferences have 


fully come up to the expectations of the 
government. 
Th,e lightening of mili- 


tary burdens is already admitted by 
unanimous resolution to be urgently de- 
sirable to all nations. The labors of the 
conference will doubtless exercise an 
influence regulating the customs of war, 
stopping cruelties. It is now an estab- 
lished fact that mediation, which hith- 
erto depended upon the good will of the 
states interested, can henceforth be of- 
fered by a third party on its own in- 
itiative, without impairing the sover- 
eign rights of the individual states. The 
results afford a fresh basis for inter- 
national peace, and the march of events 
will indicate the means to be employed 
in securing the welfare of mankind and 
the full attainment of the objects in 
view."

SEWING ON MEN-OF-WAR. 


Bow a Sailor May Add Something to Hla 


Pay From Uncle Sam. 


Visitors on board war vessels in the 


navy yard will very likely see among 
the sailors scattered about the decks 
smoking1, talking and so on a sailor at 
work with a sewing machine. It is a 
band machine aud has a pretty heavy 
base, so that it can be set down on deck 
and worked easily without shifting its 
position. 


The machine ia owned by the man 


working it. On a big ship like, for ex- 
ample, the battleship Indiana, carrying 
a crew of 400 men or more, there Would 
probably be found as many as a dozen 
sewing machines. On a third rate 
cruiser, a smaller vessel, such, for il- 
lustration, as the Detroit, there would 
be apt to be four or five sewing ma- 
chines. The machines are ofteuest 
owned by sailrnakers and sailmakers' 
mates, bnt they may be owned by sail- 
ors. 
Any man on the ship might have 


a sewing machine if he wanted to. 
Space is valuable .on a vessel, aud so 
only hand machines are allowed, and 
to bring a machine aboard permission 
const be got from the commanding offi- 
cer. It is not to be supposed that every 
man in the ship would want a sewing 
machine. As a matter of fact compara- 
tively few men do, and those who want 
to take one aboard are not likely to find 
any difficulty in the way. 


A Bailor who has a sewing machir.o 


mokes and repairs garments for him- 
self and he does work for others for 
pay. There are not so many sowing ma- 
chines on the vessels of the new navy 
as there were on those of the old. Tho 
sailor nowadays makes np less of his 
own outfit than he formerly did. He 
draws more completed articles from tho 
government, but there is still plenty of 
work to be done aboard ship with sew- 
ing machines, and some money to be 
made With them yet—New York Sun.

The Yankee Commander Lear? Wn» 


Beady For the Fray and Proved 
Too Plucky anil Tactful For HU 
Opponent—A. Story of Samoa. 
The pluck and grit of American na- 


val officers are aptly illustrated in an 
article by Henry Collins Welsh la 
Ainslee/s Magazine, in which the writ- 
er 
tells 
how Commander ' I*eary 


brought the German naval force in Sa- 
moa to terms some years ago. He 
says: 


It was at the outbreak of civil strife 


that Captain Leary arrived at Apia in 
the American warship Adams. 
Dr. 


Knappe was then the German consul 
at. Apia, and he and Commander 
Fritze of the Germcn warship Adler 
carried on 'affairs with an imperious 
hand. Feeling ran high between the 
Germans on one hand and the Ameri- 
cans and English on the other. 
The 


Germans bombarded villages on vari- 
ous pretexts, fired upon unarmed na- 
tives and gave open aid to Tamasese. 


Captain Lear-y at that time was a 


commander, and it was not long be- 
fore he and Captain Fritze had sonic 
lively interchanges of compliments. 
On one occasion the Adler steamed 
past the American ship with a native 
chief bound to her foremast. The Ger- 
man saluted .when he passed, but no 
answer came back from the American. 
Soon the German came to .a standstill. 
A boat was dispatched to' ascertain 
why the American had not answered 
the salute. 
Commander Leary seat 


the Teuton this characteristic reply, 
"The United States does not salute 
vessels engaged in the slave carrying 
trade." 


But an incident which best illus- 


trates Commander Leary's grit and de- 
termination and which deserves to live 
in song and story' occurred in the wa- 
ters near Apia on Nov. 15, 1888. 
Strained relations came to a crisis 
then, and war between the United 
States and Germany seemed inevita- 
ble. 


On the day previous a message came 


from Mataafa to inform Commander 
Leary that the Germans had threaten- 
ed to attack Mataafa in his strong- 
hold on .the morrow. 
Both Mataafa 


and Tamasese had intrenched them- 
selves in fortified places about seven 
miles from Apia upon land under 
American protection. Mataafa asked 
for advice, and Commander Leary told 
him through the messenger to stand 
his ground, that he would not allow 
the German to make an attack upon 
property under his protection. 


According 
to the 
German pro- 


gramme, the Adler was to bombard at 
dawn. Captain Leary quietly prepar- 
ed to foil the plan, at the same time 
keeping his counsel. T3y using some 
hard coal he had aboard he was able 
to get up steam without the telltale 
smoke that would have warned the 
Germans of his action. Then he muf- 
fled his anchor chains with native 
mats, and at 4 in the morning al 
hands were quietly called to quarters. 
At daybreak the anchors of the Adler 
were hauled up and with full steam 
on the vessel made for the open sea. 
Noiselessly came up the Yankee's an- 
chors, and to the amazement of the 
Adler the Adams was close upon her 
heels. The Gorman had to turn to 
get out of the harbor, and by the time 
she reached the entrance the two ships 
were close together. Again the Ger- 
.man turned and then headed toward 
the fort that was to be bombarded. 
Commander Leary ran his ship be- 
tween the German and the shore and 
when about' 300 yards from the Ad- 
ler gave the order: 


"Clear for action!" 
At once the decks were cleared, and 


the guris were trained. The German 
followed suit, and the two ships 
steamed along the coast ready for the 
.fray. 
, A shot from either vessel meant war 
between the two countries. When op- 
posite the native forts, the Adler came 
to anchor, and the Adams anchored 
between the German and the shore. 
So close were the vessels that no guns 
could be fired from the Adler without 
passing over or through the Adams. 
Then Commander Xeary sent this note 
to the German commander: 


"I have the honor to inform you 


that, having received information that 
-American property in the Latoga vi- 
cinity ol Laulii, Lotoanuu and Solo 
Solo is b'able to be im-aded this day, I 
am here for the purpose of protecting 
the same."" 


For hours the men stood at their 


guns, but no shot came from the Ger- 
mans. He was ready to war upon the 
Samoans, but war with the United 
States was another matter. 


At length the German started on a 


cruise along the coast, but he could not 
shake off the persistent Yankee. Final- 
ly he renounced his designs and re- 
turned to his anchorage in Apia bay. 
To her anchorage came a'lso the Ad- 
ams, and Commander Leary had w«n

force him to believe that Barnnm said 
it all when he declared that "the Ameri- 
can people like to be -humbugged.'* 
They will applaud the bogus, the make 
believe, and allow the genuine—or, to 
use a worse bit of slang,' 'the real thing" 
—to go off the scene withgut so much) 
as "a hand." 


Fine frenzies in the dramatic bnsinen 


are a waste of energy, 601 am told bf 
a couple, of actors, and here is the story, 
a tale 6f how two ambitious ones gav» 
to the exasperating public perhaps tha 
greatest bit of stage realism every pre- 
sented and received for their pains—and 
bruises—an awful silence and a few 
pointed remarks from the gallery critics. 
I forget what the play waa, and who 
the actors were has nothing whatever to 
do with the matter at this time. They 
are both stars today, however. One did 
heroic parts and the other the ' 'Ha, ha; 
I'll steal the,girl." They had played ia 
several pieces together and were friends. 
One was a believer in real tears and all 
that goes to constitute living the part, 
while the other believed that at no time 
should the actor allow the lines or situ- 
ations of the piece to make him forget 
himself. 


In the piece which they weie playing 


the hero and the villain meet at a crit- 
ical moment and fight. In oase the hero 
failed to settle his opponent-—well, he 
got his salary for doing it, so it had to 
occur. 


The fight was rehearsed and waa 


made to look real to a startling degree. 
The gallery nsed to go wild and the 
whole house resounded with the ap- 
plause, bnt this did not suit the villain, 
who believed in realism. It was his be- 
lief that a real fight would make a bit. 
I believe I mentioned the fact that they 
were friends. That was true. Theywera 
up to the moment where one, in a mo- 
ment of indiscretion, attempted to crit- 
icise the other. Of course everybody 
knows that when that occurs all friend- 
ship ceases—between actors. Of course 
there were coarse remarks passed, and 
the one who believed in realism and be- 
ing an actor off and on finally folded his 
arms and said, "When and where?" 


"Bight here, if you like. It's a short 


job anywhere." 


"You think BO, eh? Well, it shall oc- 


cur in our fight scene tonight. For once 
the public shall see what they pay for. 
The plot of the play necessitates that 
you vanquish me. We shall see whether 
it is so short a job." 


The worst of the quarrel was that 


they were both athletes, good wrestlers ' 
and boxers and willing. 


The play Dragged slowly that night 


until the fight scene. 


The hero's line, "It is either you or 


I, Reginald Marshallson," was answered 
by—in an undertone—"You bet it is, 
and I'll mark you so yon won't play for 
a month." 


Instead of going to a clinch, as usual, 


they both sparred about for an opening. 
They were too long in finding it, and 
from the gallery a critic shouted: 
"Wat's de matter wid youse? Why 
don't ye git togedder?" 


Then they both led and landed with 


a wallop. Then they clinched. The vil- ] 
lain back heeled the hero, and down 
they went. 


"Fight like a man, not like a dog," 


whispered the hero in hoarse tones. 


The villain allowed him to get on his 


feet, and they began to spar again. 
About the time the gallery got restless 
the hero lauded a right on the villain's 
eye tnat sent him reeling. Had he reel- 
ed the other way all would 'have been 
well, as the hero would have gone on 
with the piece, but as the hero crossed 
the stage toward him the realist rushed 
and knocked him down with a swing- 
< 


ing left. 


Now, 
by all the laws of melodrama 


the villain at no time should get the ' 
better of the hero in a personal encoun- 
ter. The gallery knew that and roundly 
hissed the hero for so far forgetting 
himself. The stage manager knew it 
and ran to one of the wings to prompt 
him. The hero knew it, and he went 
back at the villain for keeps. 


They fought for five minutes all ove* 


the stage. They knocked down papier 
mache trees, a stoop to a house and a 
fence, besides each other. The whole 
company stood in the wings watchiug 
the mill, and the manager cursed and 
made awful "threats in a stage whisper, 
but somehow the audience was not im- 
pressed. The gallery yelled: "Yer 
fakin. Why don't ye fight?" The bal- 
cony, from which on previous nigbta 
waves of'approval bad broken, sat quiet, 
cored and sullen. The parquet, always 
willing to follow the lead from above 
on previous occasions, now sat glum, 
waiting until the very bad imitation of 
a fight should end. 
> 


The hero fought desperately. He must 


win. Tho plot of the piece worked out 
from his victory, but the villain clinched 
and fnnght as he had never dreamed of 
fighting. In spite of warnings from tho 
wings he refused to be knocked senseless 
and allow the hero to go on and rescue 
the girl. 


At last the stage manager threatened 


them with the curtain, and the hero 
with one mighty effort freed himself 
from the grasp of the realist and, rush- 
ing toward the house in which the 
heroine v?as supposed to be, cried with 
a harelip accent: 
"Beware of me, 


Reginald Marshallson! My just purpose 
shall not bo thwarted." 
' ' 


As he had one eye closed and his 


month swollen out of heroic proportions 
the sentence did not cause the gallery 
to make any particular fuss. The hero- 
ine refused to allow him to kiss her in 
the rescue scene, and the manager din1 
charged them both.—Chicago 
Herald.

THE DISSENSIONS OF NORWAY AND SWEDEN. 


T 


HE ever shifting storm center of 
European political struggle might 
be said to rest over thq countries 


of NoYway and Sweden at t'jie present 
•time.. These two united nations do not 
seem to be getting along v£ry well of 
late, and it is now even hinted that 
before very long there is likely to be 
open warfare between these two long 
quarreling countries. Whether or not 
the outcome will be a division of the 
Scandinavian peninsula is a question 
that only the future can tell. 


By the treaty of Kiel. 1S14. Norway 
vas handed over to Sweden as a little 
gift from the European powers, this 


dom. united with Sweden under one 
king. It is in no way a dependency of 
Sweden, as Canada or Ireland is of 
England, though it was the policy of 
King Charles John to reduce, if possi- 
ble, Norway to this position. From the 
time of his sovereign recognition until 
the present there has been continued 
friction between the' two countries. 


It was Bjornstjerne Bjornson who, in 


1873, began the agitation for not only 
the nominal but the actual equality of 
the two nations. Foreign affairs have 
always been conducted by Sweden, and. 
while not quite all the diplomatic and 
consular representatives have been 


ever popular monarch and the unwel- 
come succession of the reigning crown 
prince all the old unrest has again made 
itself manifest. This unpopular crown 
prince, whose name is Gustave, is 31 
years old and married to a daughter^of 
Kaiser Wilhelm I. 
Unlike his suave 


and cultured father. Prince Gustave has 
done little to conciliate the two bellig- 
erant parties which constitute his bi- 
partite nation. In fact, his undisguised 
favoritism for Sweden has greatly in- 
censed the Norwegians, and now that 
the crown prince has forbidden all dem- 
onstrations of "independence" in Nor- 
way has stirred up a political hornets' 


tween Norway and 
Sweden was by 


force of arms. He also declared that 
he asked for nothing better than to be 
intrusted with the command of the 
Swedish army for the task of reducing 
his father's disloyal and rebellious Nor- 
wegian subjects to entire submission. 
As soon as the text of this disquieting 
declaration was made known at Chris- 
tianla the storthing, which was in ses- 
sion at the time, by an almost unani- 
mous vote passed a measure suspend- 
ing the payment of the Norwegian con- 
tribution to the civil list of the crown 
prince. They took the not unreasona- 
ble ground that it was ridiculous to

breaking up of the former tripartite 
union of Denmark, Norway and Sweden 
being made to punish Denmark for her 
adherence to the .cause of Napoleon. 
Norway, however, objected to being giv- 
en away in this jaunty manner, refused 
to ratify the shameful bargain and 
openly declared its independence. So 
the French Marshal Bernadotte, having 
become king of Sweden under the name 
of Charles John, made an abortive at- 
tempt to take military possession of the 
dissenting sister nation. He finally rec- 
ognized Norway's independence on con- 
dition that the E.idsvold parliament 
elected him nominal king of their coun- 
try. So today the constitution of the 
twin kingdom practically declares Nor- 
way to be a free and independent king- 


Swedes, they have been elected by and 
primarily stand for the interests of 
Sweden. 


If war should be declared between 


Sweden and Norway, it is believed by 
students of European affairs that the 
trouble would by no means be restricted 
to the Scandinavian peninsula. Of late 
it has been apparent that Germany has 
great sympathy for Sweden, while Rus- 
sia has been manifesting a correspond- 
ing fellow feeling with Norway. Until 
half a dozen years ago King Oscar, by 
reason of his level headedness and keen 
diplomacy, had been able to prevent 
any outburst, though it was felt his ac- 
tual sympathies were Swedish. But 
owing to the retirement from public af- 
fairs of this diplomatic, shrewd and 


nest in that country. In fact. Gustave 
has been showing himself the very an- 
tithesis of his royal father. 


For some time he has proved himself 


possessed of all the iron will and un- 
compromising doggedness of his great 
Teutonic father-in-law. He is on terms 
of the most intimate acquaintance with 
the present kaiser of Germany and has 
openly adopted many of his German 
cousin's traits and characteristics. Like 
the kaiser, he believes the mailed fist ;is 
better than the velvet glove in solving 
administrative difficulties. 


A little over two years ago the crown 


prince took advantage of a public meet- 
ing at Stockholm to express his belief 
that the only possible way of putting 
an end to the long standing quarrel be- 


subscribe to the maintenance of a 
prince who openly and unreservedly 
proposed to lead a Swedish army into 
the territory of the 'people to whom he 
was looking for such financial support. 
King Oscar, wiser than the headstrong 
Gustave, advised retraction on the part 
of the prince, but the autocratic Gus- 
tave clung doggedly to his dictum. The 
result of. this and many subsequent 
ruptures of a like character is the clear 
impression that the present state of af- 
fairs .in the Scandinavian peninsula 
cannot continue as 'they are. 
What 


makes the situation of today more omi- 
nous is the fact that-the present regent 
is the first of his line to enjoy the sym- 
pathy and support of-the entire Swed- 
ish aristocracy. 


The Fair Homestead. 
Not long ago the marriage, of Miss 


Virginia Fair and Mr. William K.'Van- 
derbilt, Jr., attracted the attention of 
the world on account of the enormous 
wealth of the two contracting parties. 
The Fair family, however, were not al- 
ways multimillionaires, as may be 
judged from the accompanying picture 
of the house where little Virginia, or 


"Birdie," Fair, as she was then called, 
ran,about barefooted as a. village tom- 
boy. In this humble cottage she lived 
until she was 7 years old. The house is 
situated in Virginia City, Nev., and is 
somewhat different from the luxurious 
mansion she will occupy as Mrs. Van- 
derbllt. 


Monument For Sturdy "Old Put.1 


On the 19th of May, 109 years ago, there passed away one of the most re- 


markable figures of New England Revolutionary times. That figure was Gen- 
eral Israel Putnam, and now the members of the Putnam Hill chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution have collected funds for a monument to 
mark the spot "'at Horseneck where this sturdy American soldier started on his 
celebrated ride down the precipitous, stone steps when he escaped from General 
Tryon and his troops. It is proposed to "procure an immense bowlder as typi- 
fying the substantial character of "Old Put," and on this will be fixed a plate 
inscribed with a brief record of his famous exploit. This energetic chapter of 
the Daughters of the Revolution also proposes to purchase the cottage near the 
line which was occupied by General Putnam during his residence in the town of 
Greenwich and furnish it for a chapter house in old colonial style. 


A New Automatic Army Pistol. 


It is interesting to note just on the 


eve of the peace congress of The Hague 
that Germany has introduced a new 
and more effective army pistol in im- 
perial service. This new pistol is an 
automatic one, and a general idea of its 
character will be obtained from the ac- 
companying illustration. It is so con- 
structed'that it can readily be mounted 
on a wooden stock and at a moment's 
notice made into a carbine. One of its 
best points is the fact that the carbine 
•tock, which can be attached to the 
pistol, can also be used as a case tot 
the weapon frhen not in use. 


EAR PIERCING IK CHINA. 


Every CHinese woman has her ears 


pierced. In fact, the custom is nearly as 
important as the binding of the feet. 
When the child.is a year old, the oper- 
ation may be performed as soon as 
convenient. It is considered quite an 
art. 


First, two little tassels of red cotton 


are prepared, with a blue bead on each 
and a long end hanging loose. Then 
the child's ears are pinched till they are 
numb, when a needle is run through 
and the thread after it till the tassel 
hangs under the lobe, where it is se- 
cured. Of course the child often makes 
considerable objection to the operation, 
and then, if there .Is a kitten anywhere 
near, its ears are'often pierced to en- 
courage the human victim. This ac- 
counts for the frequency of cats with 
holes "and slits in their ear An the Ce- 
lestial empire. 


An Obsolete Cannon. 


One of the oldest cannon in. existence 


has just been fished out of the bottom 
of the Thames river near Twickenham. 
This archaic cannon is 28 inches in 
length and about 4% inches in diameter, 
being made of bars of iron strengthened 
with hoops of the same metal welded 
together. 
Compared, with one of our

They were 
originally mounted on rude blocks of 
wood, fitting in a sort of socket.

Kipling as a Schoolboy, 


In this era of Kiplingitis the accompanying photograph of. the author ot 


"The Seven Seas" and "Soldiers Three," taken when he was a schoolboy, will 
he examined with interest. There was nothing remarkable about Rudyard 
as a boy. In fact, one of his schoolmates, who knew the author very intimate- 
ly indeed v.'hen both were urchins together at Westward Ho, in Devon, Eng- 
land, has confessed that the juvenile Kipling was a mischievous, pig headed 
and altogether fractious and troublesome young man. He was so short sighted 
that he never appeared without glasses, and hence early in life he won the 
sobriquet of "Gigs." He was never robust as a boy, but was possessed of in- 
domitable stick-to-it-iveness. His brusque manner even as a boy prevented 
his making many friends. 


It is from his Westward Ho experiences and memories that Kipling wrote 


his .popular "Stalky" stories, -which, give a very representative picture of Eng- 
lish, schoolboy life. 


A Cuban Baseball Team. 


One of the most significant signs of Americanization in Cuba is the readi- 


ness with which the Cubans have taken to the national game of baseball. Santa 
Clara, Cienfuegos, Cruces and other towns have "clubs" organized on the Amer- 
ican plan, uniformed in the same fashion, furnished with implements from 
American factories and using all the technical terms of the game in the Ameri- 
can vernacular, but with quaint and funny accentuations. They play the game 
with understanding, skill and energy. Several times they have beaten handily 
the teams made up from the volunteer regiments in the island. The games draw 
large and enthusiastic crowds of spectators and afford strong temptations to 
the inveterate Cuban gamblers to stake their centavos and centens. With the 
suppression of cockfighting and bullbaHing, the game of baseball has'been ac- 
cepted as a happy substitute, and its popularity is sure to increase as its fine 
points are better understood by the populace.

Shrine of Roc Amadour 


One of the most remarkable and one 


of the oldest shrines in France -is that 
in a cave on the mountain of Roc Ama- 
dour, in the department of Lot. This 
mountain cave, according to tradition, 
was used as a hermitage by Zaccheus., 
the publican of the Gospels, who jour- 


neyea from Palestine to France, bring- 
ing with him the miracle working blaut: 
image of the Virgin, which is still on 
exhibition in the cave. This "image i3 
hewn from a tree trunk and is about 29 
inches high. The altar and chapel, wUn 
the votive offerings left by pilgrims who 
have been cured, attract a great num- 
ber of visitors to this out of tho v/c.y 
corner of the earth. 


A Marvel In Metal Working. 


One of the most famous metal workers of modern:Japan Is Ghbkich'i Suzuki, 


the artist to the imperial household. The Kensingtoti.museum .iri London; pos- 
sesses one of his most notable'*works, which,is.a.larga "Ko'rb" fantastically or- 
namented with peacocks. In the Kunstkammer of the Berlin.museum is also a 
valued specimen of Suzuki's marvelous skill in metal working. The Berlin spec-, 
imen is a magnificent eagle with outstretched wings: Beyond this, however, 
Europe can claim no further notable specimens of this oriental Alfieri, as his 
work is now not allowed to pass outside of the Japanese empire. 


There has just been brought to the United Stat,es,.;h£w,ey.er,jWhaVis recog- 


nized as the most valuable and remarkable specimen of Suzuki's handiwork. 
This work, which is a flexible bronze dragon eight feet in'length, is worth a 
small fortune and was secured in Japan by Mr. William R. Townsend. a wealthy 
citizen of San Francisco. This dragon is of a beautiful .mottled green bronze 
of typical oriental workmanship and is made up of hundreds and hundreds ot 
separate pieces, each one carefully finished and fitted by hand. Five years 
were occupied in the creation of this Btrange piece of work,, and today it is 
the most valuable Japanese bronze in existence. The dragon Is as flexible and 
, 
pliant as a snake,, and the limbs, body 
and head of the strange creature can 
be twisted or turnedjirt any direction. 


Mr. Townsend, who is an enthusiastic 


collector of Japanese art -work, also has 
in his possession it quaint Japanese 
scroll letter written by Suzuki himself, 
giving the history 'of the bronze and 
the circumstances which caused the 
imperial artist to undertake its crea- 
tion. 


Hawthorne's Boyhood Home. 


In a woodland region in the town of Raymond, in Maine, still stands the 


boyhood home of Nathaniel Hawthorne. It is standing today just as it exist- 
ed when America's foremost novelist, then a lad in his teens, occupied it with 
his widowed mother and his two sisters. It is known throughout the neigh" 
borhood as Hawthorne House, and it was of this place Chat Hawthorne, just be- 
fore his death, said that here he learned his "cursed habits of solitude." 


As will be seen from the illustration, it is a large, plain, two story struc- 


ture. The present location of the house is in a region of silence and solitude, 
much the same as it was in the'time of Hawthorne's boyhood, when he first 
formed those strange habits of solitary dreaming which clung to him through 
life. When the young Nathaniel reached the age of 16, he entered Bowdoin 
college, whereupon the Hawthorne family moved from Raymond back to th« 
town of Salem, and the house was left deserted for many years. Later it be- 
camo a tavern, and still later, through some little irony of fate, it was turned 
into a meeting house.

Authorities on municipal matters claim 
that there is no sense and no economy 
In having public work done by the con- 
tract system. The conclusion of all m- 


, vestigators is that the contract system 
lowers ihe standard of wages and the 
standard of living and robs the tax- 
payers of as much as- the contractor 
makes. It is true that this conclusion 
as arrived at assuming that the city is 
prepared to employ the competent 
supervision the contractor employs and 


- keeps politics as much out of business 
-as the contractor fines. The question, 
axe we ready for the abolition of the 
contract system? may well be 'asked. 
We are ready for it if we are ready to 
elect men to office who will make ap- 
pointments and perform their public 
duties without playing politics to en- 
sure support for re-election. Are we 
ready? 


COKNCIMflCEN AND COURTS 1 


A number of New York councilmen 


are rapidly learning what it means to 
run against the supreme court. There 
is spite and politics in the whole affair, 
nevertheless it is interesting as an ex- 
ample of what a court can do with a 
rebellious set of public servants. A 
number of the councilmen are not in 
favor of the hall of records project and 
refused to vote a. little over a imllicn 
dollars worth of bonds to pay for the 


j structure. The administration half of 


the city government authorized the 
bonds, part of the work on the hall of 
records having been done, so that the 
contractor could be paid. The council 
held the matter up and the contractor 
appealed to the courts. It is held that 
the voting of the bonds would be a 
purely administrative act on. the part of 
the council and a. duty in which they 
have no choice. The court ordered the 
council to vote the bond issue and a 
number of the councilman! refused, still 
delaying public business. As a result 
the offending councilmen were proceed- 
ed against for contempt of court and 
are now under sentence to pay $100 fine 
each and to be imprisoned till they 
comply with the order of the court. It 
is understood that the councilmen. have 
come to the conclusion that the court is 
a little bigger than they and that the 
bonds will be issued by consent of the 
council at once. "While noting how the 
court can clip the wings of city coun- 


" cils it is well to remark that m North 
Adams we cannot get into such a fix. 
There is no way by which any expen- 
sive -work can be undertaken without 
the consent of our city council. The 
more we laarn about other city char- 
ters the better we like our own.

FURY OF THE ELEMENTS 


Severely Felt in Widely Sep- 


arated Parts of Country, 


New Tork. Aug. 3.—Elizabeth, N. J.. 


was visited by a form of tornado yester- 
day afternoon which cut a swath about 
1000 feet wide through the center of the 
city, causing great damage to buildings 
and property, but. strange to say, not a 
person was killed and no one was seri- 
ously injuied. Those who were hurt 
were only s'tShtly injured. The wind 
attained a velocity of 80 miles an hour. 


The path of the tornado included many 


of the prominent church buildings and 
other structures, and no other course 
could have been taken through the city 
where the possibilities of damage were 
as great. The towers of the First Pres- 
byterian, Third Presbyterian and Cen- 
tral Baptist churches were blown down. 


The Lyceum theater was totally un- 


roofed. The Star theater's roof was 
ripped off and hurled two blocks away. 
Scores of dwelling houses in the path 
of the storm are without roofs. Trees 
and electric poles went down before the 
gale. 


The roof was lifted off the three-story 


shirt factory, in which several score of 
girls and men were at work, and the 
build'ing was blown five Inches out of 
plumb. There was a panic in thfe build- 
Ing, but all escaped injury. The build- 
ing will have to be tow down if it does 
not fall. 


The roof was lifted off the home of 


Councilman Reinhardt and carried two 
blocks and the'n crashed into another 
house, breaking in the side. 


In many cases the wind, after un- 


roofing houses, whipped all the furniture 
out of the upper stories and scattered it 
through the streets and yards many 
blocks distant. 


At the First Presbyterian 
church, 


when the tower crashed dawn, It fell 
upon the graves in the churchyard^ This 
caused an upheaval of the earth and 
brought to the surface skeletons and 
skulls that had long lain under ground. 
Old trees in the churchyard were up- 
rooted, and these 'brought up on their 
roots other skeletons and skujls. 
The 


streets are almost Impassaible. with 
debris. 


It took about 10 minutes for the tor- 


nado to pass through the city, and then 
the rain fell in torrents, flooding every- 
thing^nd addling to the damage done by 
the wind. Just ahead of the storm 
cloud itself there was a severe shower of 
hailstones. 


Many persons were slightly injured 


by being struck by flying debris. 


The greatest excitement prevailed in 


the city. Firemen and 
police were 


placed on duty in the wrecked section. 


The police and firemen say the loss will 


be close to a quarter of a million, but 
this estimate is believed by fexperts to 
be excessive, perhaps three' times the 
actual loss.

Disastrous Storm In Florid*. 


Tallahassee, Fla., Aug. 3.—The'-town 


of Carrabelle, a prosperous port on the 


ulf of Mexico, southwest or this city, 
s reported ajjnoat completely destroyed 
By a terrifle t.'ind and rain storm which 
raged in this section all Tuesday and 
until late Tuesday night. Many boats 
in the harbor have been wrecked and 
most of the long wharf is gone, together 
with large quantities of naval stores. 
At Lanosk the houses, pavilion and 
boats have been destroyed. Uncon- 
firmed reports say that the steamer 
Crescent probably has been lost be- 
tween Apalachlcola and Carrabelle. A 
few houses were destroyed at St. 
Theresa. Mclntyre & Curtis' mills suf- 
fered severely. A passenger train on 
the Carrabelle, Tallahassee and Gulf 
road, 25 miles 'below Tallahassee, WBJS 
badly wrecked, but no one is reported 
killed or injured. The turpentine inter- 
ests of this section art greatly damaged 
and much injury has been done to the 
crops. The wires are down south of 
here and railroad traffic close to the gulf 
ports is suspended. The city of Apa- 
laohicola is entirely cut off from com- 
munication and nothing can be learned 
from there. There are many rumors 
afloat h«re as to the loss of life. It is 
not believed here that any lives were 
lost at the numerous isummer resorts, 
but reliable news is unobtainable. A 
large relief party will leave Tallahassee 
for the stricken section.

HER MAST COLLAPSED,

Columbia Will Have to Be Rigged 


Over at a Heavy Expense, 


Accident In Midst of a Con- 


test With Defender 


Perfect Discipline Prevailed Aboard the Craft 


and Nobody Was Injured. 


Bateman's Point, R. I., Aug. 3.—While 


the big race between the Columbia and 
the Defender was under way, about 
noon yesterday, with the Columbia well 
in the lead, the latter's mast broke oft 
about 50 feet from the deck, and she was 
dismastpd. 
A number of tugs and 


steam yachts hastened to her assistance 
at a point about four miles southeast of 
Point Judith. 
The Defender stood by 


ready to lend any assistance. 


CUP DEFENDER COiTIMBIA. 


The now boat was towed1 up to her 


builders' works at Bristol a total wreck 
above decks. Her new steel mainmast 
was bent doubly, just about half way be- 
tween the deck and the masthead, and 
all that remained of her magnificent 
spread of canvas and specially made 
rigging was jKled up in a heap about the 
stump of the mast, a tangled mass of 
wire shrouds, metal turnfouckles, blocks 
and ropes. Practically all that remained 
whole was the steel boom and gaff. 


The dismasting of the Columbia oc- 


curred less than an hour after the new 
and old cup defenders started on the 
beat out, when the two contestants had 
covered about half the distance. Co- 
lumbia was leading at the time and was 
steadily drawing away from her rival. 
The two boats were holding along on a 
port tack and into the Point Judith 
channel, about three miles off the point, 
the new boat having the vfeather posi- 
tion, when there was a sound of break- 
ing spars aloft, and in an instant the 
topmast went crashing down to leeward, 
carrying with it the fine new club topsail 
and small jibtopsail. The steel main- 
mast buckled in the middle and down 
came the upper end of the spar, and the 
huge 'mainsail dropped into the water 
on the starboard side. All hands es- 
caped injury. 


The discipline was excellent, not a 


man leaving his place until Captain Barr 
gave orders to clear away the wreckage 
and get the canvas aboard, and then the 
crew went to work, the Columbia drift- 
Ing with the waves, a dismantled and 
sad looking- craft. 


As soon as the accident occurred, De- 


Jender, which was the nearest yacht to 
Columbia, ranging up 
alongside her 


rival, stood by for a time and then went 
on a little jaunt out to sea. The steam 
raft near at hand and all kinds of yachts 
soon reached th"e boat. Many of the 
yachts offered to tow Columbia toack to 
Newport, but as Mr. Iselin had previ- 
ously accepted the offer" made from the 
Associated Press tug, S. C. Hart, to 
stand by and take Columbia in tow, he 
declined the offers. 


The crew had the hardest work getting 


;he mainsail on deck, for the canvas was 
weighed down with water and rendered 
unmanageable by the spars and rigging. 


For some time no one knew just what 


iad been the cause of the accident, for 
:here was certainly not strong enough 
areeze blowing to cause it. It was 
Inally found that the port spreader had 
broken upward by the strain of the top- 
mast shroud, causing the topmast to 
break off. The sudden breaking of the 
spar, the weight of the topsail and clubs 
coming against the starboard masthead 
shrouds, was too much for the steel mast, 
and it instantly collapsed. 


The topmast shroud, which Mr. Iselin 


says was l*-ie cause of all the trouble, 
was not in just the position to properly 
support the topmast, which fitted into 
;he masthead, telescopic fashion, instead 
of 'being stepped forward of it. 


No such serious accident ever before 


befel a cup challenger or defender in 
these waters as this one. The expense 
of rerlgging Columbia will be heavy, and 
although most of the wire shrouds and 
stays can be used again, they.will neces- 
sarily have to undergo a severe test as to 
their strength. The hull of the boat was 
not seriously damaged, the only per- 
ceptable injury being a large dent in 
one of the metal plates on the starboard 
side.

Moses Warren, one of the best known 


men in Rensselaer county, a lawyer 
and politician of years' standing, and 
a graduate of Willmns college, died 
nt his home in Tiny yesterday, from 
heart failure, supciinduced by grip. 
The end was very sudden, as Mr. War- 
ren had attended to his affairs Tuesday 
much the same as usual, and 
had 


driven to his residence in the afternoon, 
remarking to his wifp that he had not 
felt so well in some time. 


Mr. Warren was born at 
Hoosiclc 


Corners, in Rensselaer county, Sep- 
tember 22, 1820. He prepared for col- 
lege at Ballard Seminary, Eennlngton, 
Vt., and entered Williams college In 
1837. 
He was graduated from that in- 


stitution in 1841. He turned his atten- 
tion to the study of law in Troy. 


Mr. Warren came of fighting political 


stock and early entered upon a politi- 
cal career which made him a recog- 
nized leader and one whose views were 
accepted implicitly by his party work- 
ers. He was what is termed by poli- 
ticians as a "still hunter," 
a man 


who worked quietly but 
incessantly 


and intelligently to serve his party's 
ends. He was hardly out of college 
before he was chosen alderman of the 
first ward and at once took up earnest- 
ly the study of practical politico, "our 
years later he was appointed justice of 
the justices' court of the city of Troy.

The contents it is said, 
were of a most reprehensible character, 
in fact among the vilest the officials in- 
terested in the case have ever seen.

He 
declined to state whether she was mar- 
ried or singe. He said, however, that 
she never resided in Pittsfield, and was 
unable to state the manner in which 
the writer of the letter in question cul- 
tivated her acquaintance.
